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HISTORICAL SOCIETY HEARS 
“OF CIVIL WAR ERA BETHEL 
It is: often interesting to discov- 
er what was going on in a small 
town while the nation faced ia mia- 
Jor crisis, So it is with the inquiry 
as to what Bethel was like during 
the Civil War (1861-1865) and what 
impact the conflict had upon the 
town, This was the topic addressed 
by Bethel Historical Society Di- 
recbor Stanley R, Howe, who spoke 
Thursday evening, Noy, 3, at the. 
imonthly meeting of the Soiciety, 

Based on census data for 1860 
Howe described some of the obser. 
wations that could be made from 
‘this source, The. population im 1860 
Wias 2528, the highest level it has 
aver vachieved. There were 475 
households. in Bethel in 1860 swith 
¥our houses vacant, The average 
size of the household was five per- 
Sons and the average age was 26. 
Only three adults could neither 
*cead nor write. Most people in: 1860. 
‘were farmers, 1766 to fbe exact, 
out there was an important groulp 
of tradesmen (including 17 black- 
smiths) and a significant number 
of professionals: (eight clergymen, 
‘three lawyers, five doctors, one 
‘denjist, 28 teachers), Among the 
“more unusual eccupations listed 
Was One horse jockey. Most people 
im’ Bethel (87%) at the time were 
Yorn in Maine. Other places of 
birth were New Hampshire,. Mas- 
saichusetts, Ireland, Venmiont, New 
‘York, Nova Scotia, Canada, Eng- 
dand, Cuba, Connercticut, New 
Brunswick, Kentucky, Ohio, Scot- 
tand and Georgia, 

Howe. indicated that sounces of 
information are somewhat Limited 
for this era. At the moment no 
diaries of people living in. Bethe] 
at the time are known 40 exist and 
only a few letters, One useful 
source Howe pointed out howev- 
er are the records of the Ladies 
Union Aid Society which existed 
in. Bethel between’ the years 1861- 
1863 and give an imiportant picture 
of relief work on behalf of the war 
effort. Another extensive source is 
the Oxford Democrat which in- 
eluded a regular column by Dr. 
Nathaniel T. ‘True who. was a keen 
observer of the Bethel scene, al- 
fHhough, cautioned Howe, one 
should always be aware of the 
limitations of a single viewpoint. 

Howe cited other sources includ- 
ing photographs and artifacts, 
tmany of which are in the collec- 
tions of the Bethel Historical So- 
ciety as particularly useful. The 
Society Director indicated that it 
was mearly impossible to gauge 
sentiment concerning ithe causes 
of the Civil War, the level of ab- 
olishionist sentiment (if any) or 
the climate of opinion regarding 
the firing upon Fort Sumter, But 
he did note that Enoch Foster, a 
wrominent Bethel attorney and 
latter a justice of the Maine Su- 
wpreme Judicial Court had a book 
containing a defense of slavery in 
his library, 

‘Apparently according to Howe 
there avas leadership in Bethel ito 
organize men for possible pantici- 
pation in the hostilities very early 
in; 1861. Among the leaders in this 
effort were Dr. Truc himself, 
Clark S. Edwards and Gideon A. 
Hastings. 

As the war dragged on Howe 
was: able to provide many insights 
into. the impact of the war upon 
the town, musters, \war mews of 
men killed, wounded or suffering 
im a Confederate prison. There 
were rallys, speeches to svhip up 
Union sentiment and reports of 
weople in Beéthel advocating a 
Ibeaceful settlement of the war 
without total victory (what the Ox- 
ford Democrat considered a “‘trea- 
sonous” position). There was ¢ri- 
ticism of the conduct of the war 
by Bethel people. And there were

ings, of men presumed dead, re- 
turning im ‘order ito be able to read 
their own albitwaries, 

The town itself changed during 
this. period with the arrival of a 
great many diversified . business, 
apparently high priority in agri- 


culture (particularly in the grow- 


ing of hops), and the construction 
of lange hotels amd boarding hous- 
esi to take care of the large num- 
bers who began ito come to Bethel 
during the swmmer months. The 
Civil War years according to Howe 
were ones of great religious reviv- 
alism in Bethel, of strong interest 
in the temperance cause, of great 
political activity (the dominance of 
the new Republican party among 
those holding town. offices) and of 
increasing industriadization with 
the building of the Steam Mill 
complex in what is today the Skil- 
lingston section of Bethel. 

Howe concluded his remarks by 
noting that of the 180 men from 
Bethel who fought in the war just 
over 50 of them «were living in 
town in 1870 according to census 
records. Tihe war undoubtedly, not- 
ed Howe, had opened up new hor- 
izons to a majority of these men 
and they went elsewhere to re-es- 
tablish lives disrupted. 

During the business portion of 
the meeting President Donald G. 
Bennett, noted that the artifact of 
the month was a ‘copy of the Gen- 
eral catalog of Bowdoin. College, 
1794-1950, the gift of Annie Hast- 
ings. President Bennett also an- 
nounced that the next meeting will 
be Dec. 1 and will be the tnadition- 
al Christmas meeting where 
those aittending will be asked to 
bring in something from the past 
relating to Christmas.

MDOT OPENS BIDS FOR 
IMPROVEMENTS TO RT. .219 
IN WEST PARIS 

The Maine Department of Trans- 
portation is planning bo improve 
a section of Route 219 in West 
Paris, Bids on the project were 
opened Wednesday, Nov. 2, in Au- 
gusta. The low bid of $558,149.75 
was submitted by The Bridge Con- 
struction Corp., Augusta. 

The project area beging at the 

intersection of Routes 26 and 219 
at Trap Corner and extends: east 
for 1.4 miles. 
' Within the project area, work 
will be divided into two sections. 
For the first 800 feet east of Route 
26, the gravel roadside shoulders 
will be paved and the present 
roadway surface sill be repaved. 
From there to the end of the pro- 
ject, the existing roadway vill be 
rebuilt. Work will include grading 
and shaping of a new roadway 
base, installment of necessary 
drainage, and placement of a hot 
bituminous ‘concrete surface bo 
create .a finished roadway carry- 
ing two 1t-foot tmavel lanes ‘with 
six-foot paved shoulders.
